Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972 
dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances,  sanitary  administration  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  district. 

The  report  is  presented  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959,  and  on  the  lines  indicated  by  Circular  15/73  of  the 
Health  Department,  Welsh  Office. 


The  Bedwellty  Urban  District,  which  covers  an  area  of  7,353  acres,  is 
situated  in  the  north  west  of  Monmouthshire  and  occupies  a hill  ridge  and 
parts  of  two  valleys.  The  greatest  length  from  north  to  south  is  six  and 
a half  miles  and  its  maximum  width  from  east  to  west  is  two  and  a half  miles. 
It  is  bounded  by  the  Rhymney  River  in  the  west  and  to  the  east  by  the  Sirhowy 


The  altitude  varies  from  1,499  feet  above  sea  level  at  Cefn  Manmoel  on 
the  north  east  boundary  to  400  feet  above  sea  level  on  the  southern  boundary 
at  Victoria  Road,  Fleur-de-lis.  The  altitude  at  the  Municipal  Offices  is 
718  feet  above  sea  level. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  district  population  as  at  30th 
June,  1972  was  25*460.

HOUS ING 

(a)  Repair  of  Privately  Owned  Houses 

Complaints  from  over  178  house  occupiers  were  received  regarding 
defects  of  repair.

(c)  Improvement  of  Houses 


In  1972  578  applications  were  received  and  investigated,  making 
a total  of  over  1400  since  Improvement  Grants  operated  in  1959-  By 
far  the  larger  number  of  these  applications  were  for  Discretionary 
Grants  and  there  has  been  a great  increase  to  try  to  complete  the 
work  before  June  1974  when  the  75%  grant  ceases. 

Of  the  number  of  applications  106  were  found  to  be  invalid 
(due  mainly  to  repairs  only  being  required,  or  work  outside  the 
meaning  of  "improvements"),  but  in  every  other  case  provisional 
approval  was  given  subject  to  inspection  of  deeds  and  compliance 
with  Building  Regulations. 


90  Standard  Grants  were  paid  for  provision  of  standard  amenities 
(bath  in  bathroom,  hot  water  supply,  wash-hand  basin  and  sink  unit 
and  internal  W.C.)  and  35  Discretionary  Grants  were  paid. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


Two  premises  are  licensed  as  pet  shops  - one  at  New  Tredegar  and  one 
at  Blackwood.  Both  were  inspected  on  several  occasions  and  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action.

Where  the  standard  is  unsatisfactory 
the  applications  are  deferred  for  further  inspection  after  a reasonable 
period.  Such  action  is  occasionally  necessary.

Some  routine  inspection  of  council  houses  is  also  carried  out  in 
pursuance  of  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  Public  Health  Acts  as 
is  also  required  for  privately  owned  premises.  Due  to  the  increasing 
number  of  council  houses  it  is  now  thought  most  advantageous  to  concentrate 
on  a "blacklist"  of  tenants  where  improvement  should  be  effected  in  conditions 
of  cleanliness. 


PUBLIC  MORTUARY  AND  POST  MORTEM  ROOM 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  Council.  Mr.  G.  Hart  is 
responsible  for  cleaning  and  maintenance. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  number  of  rat  and  mice  infestation  complaints  (over  400)  showed 
an  increase  due  probably  to  disturbance  in  part  of  the  area  of  drainage 
during  reclamation  of  land  works.  The  effectual  use  of  Warfarin  as  a 
rat  poison  was  continued  and  all  sewer  junction  manholes  were  treated 
twice  a year,  with  repeat  treatment  at  infestation  points.  This  work 
involved  baiting  1850  manholes  with  50  follow-up  treatments.

BEDWELLTY  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Check  sampling  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  at 
frequent  intervals  for  chlorine  content  and  acidity  of  the  water.  This 
sampling  is  in  addition  to  that  carried  out  as  routine  by  the  Baths  Manager. 
Records  are  maintained. 

Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  on  20  occasions  (4l  samples). 
These  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newport. 

Viewed  as  a series  of  samples  over  the  year  results  were  generally 
satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  area  is  served  by  two  trunk  sewers  with  sea  outfall.  The 
village  of  Manmoel  is  served  by  a septic  tank  and  biological  filter. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948,  SECTION  50 

The  above  Section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  imposes  a duty  on 
the  local  authority  to  "cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person 
who  has  died  or  has  been  found  dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  to  the  authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of 
the  body  have  been  or  are  being  made  otherwise  than  by  the  authority". 

For  this  purpose  the  Council  have  a contract  with  Mr.  Herbert  Jones, 
Undertaker,  Blackwood  (Telephone  - Blackwood  2365)*  The  contract  also 
includes  the  removal  of  the  body  of  a person  found  dead  on  the  public 
highway  or  in  any  public  place. 

Jt  was  not  necessary  to  proceed  under  this  Section  during  1972.

FOOD  SUPERVISION 


A.  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  no  abattoir  in  the  area. 

B . Condemned  Food 

Nearly  eight  tons  of  foodstuffs  were  destroyed  as  unfit.  This  was 
surrendered  by  shopkeepers  in  the  course  of  inspections  and  includes 
water  damaged  food  and  de- frosted  frozen  foods  rendered  unfit  by  mechanical 
failure  of  refrigerator  plant. 

Disposal  was  by  burial  in  Council  refuse  tips,  under  supervision. 
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C . Food  Poisoning 


No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  to  the  Department. 


D.  Other  Food  Premises 


Premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  distributed  were 
under  constant  supervision  and  periodic  inspections  made.  Defects 
where  found  were  remedied  without  any  statutory  action. 


Such  premises  include  school  canteens,  restaurants  and  cafes, 
canteens  at  work  places,  butchers'  shops  and  fried  fish  shops. 

Attention  was  also  paid  to  hygiene  standards  at  public  houses 
and  licensed  premises  and  all  such  premises  were  inspected  during 
the  year  and  follow-up  visits  made  where  work  was  required  to  bring 
the  premises  up  to  a Food  Hygiene  Regulation  standard. 


The  main  defect  in  respect  of  the  above  was  the  need  for 
re- decoration. 


Attention  to  these  premises  over  the  past  years  has  resulted 
in  their  adequate  equipment  with  facilities  to  enable  a good 
standard  of  hygiene  to  be  maintained.
